It Is 
equally obvious, however, that the 
development of such varieties must 
de a slow process, many 
years to accomplish, particularly in 
view of the fact that timothy plants 
Tepresenting different varietal types 
freely intercross. It is generally 
conceded that it will take at least 
eight or\ten years to. bring ont 
reasonably uniform varieties. A few 
varieties, fairly uniform and breed- 
ing tolerably true to type, are on the 
market in-Europe at present. 
In the United Stat timothy 
i breaatag has commanded consider- 
able attention during the last twenty 
years on a few plant breeding sta- 
tons, the result being the derelop- 
ment of a number of distinct varietal 
types. At the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, Ont., timothy breed- 
Ing was statted in ‘1912, with the 
result that several high-yielding 
varieties, breeding fairly true to 
type, have been developed. 

In 1920, the Central Experimental 
Farm recelved, for comparative tests, 
two of the best varieties produced at 
the Plant Breeding Station of Svalof, 
Sweden, and one from. the United 
States Timothy Breeding Station at 
North Ridgeville, Ohio. These were 
sown, developed at Ottawa, with the 
following results:

AWAITS AGREEMENT 


Italian Economist _ Looks for 
Beneficial Results to Ensue 
andat Once - 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. — “Res- 
toration of world confidence and an 
fearly revival in trade will be the 
economic effect of the United States 
armament. proposals,” said Dr. F. 
Giannlaitthter of the economic sec- 
tion of the Italian delegation.” 

Dr. Giannini spent a day writing 
a report to his Government on the 
probable economic effect of the dras- 
tic Curtailment of naval ship-build- 
ing. In it he emphasized the psycho- 
logical reaction of the world's trad- 
ers and manufacturers to the plan 
submitted by Secretary Hughes. 

“Reginald McKenna and all the 
world’s great bankers have long 
awaited the adrent of some great In- 
ternational factor to start the pro- 
ducing plants again at full speed. I 
belleve that an early, agreement on 
the Hnes laid down by the United 
States delegation will supply it. 

“From the business viewpoint the 
new diplomacy Inaugurated by Sec- 
retary Haghes will be highly bene 
ficlal, Secret discussions for the 
formulstion of a limitation plan 
would have had the effect of gradu- 
ally discounting the value of the 
final agreement in the world's mar- 
kets. The dramatic announcement 
of the Secretary of State, on the 
other hand, can only lead to an Jm- 
mediate restoration of confidence, 
and the release by the bankers of 
huge sums of money for industrial

Besides Mr. Sutherland, Mr. 
Wright (Conservative) supported the 
motion, and madé a strong speech 
in favor of the principles of woman 
suffrage. ; 

Mr. Pugsley. suggested that his 
former motion should be incorporat- 
ed in some way with the motion of 
Mr. Sutherland. He contended that 
the women in Ontarjo, Manitoba and 
British’ Columbia had the right to 
vote at Dominion elections and not 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

. Mr. Pugsley sald, in’part: 

“In Ontario, Manitoba and British 
Cofambia, there having been created 
& provincial frahchise, and. the 
names of those entitled to rote be- 
ing placed on the provincial voters’ 
sts, these parties are by that very 
act entitled to vote for members of 

this House. But it happens that 
In the case of Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan the Dominion elections act Um- 
its the right to vote to male per- 
sons.” . 

The Minister of Justice did not 
support Mr. Pugsley’s contention, 
and stated that, in his opinion, pro- 
vinclat franchise did not carry with 
it Dominion franchise. :
